CHANGE OF FUEL.. 


BRITISH NAVY 
WILL USE OIL. 


Radical Move Decided Upon 
by Admiralty. 


Several Purchases of Fuel 
Made in Teras. 


Innovation Is Kept Quict to 
Prevent Competition. 


[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


LONDON, Sept. 18.—'Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) According to information 
which reaches the Times correspendent 
today from the inner circies of the 
Admiralty, the government has decided 
to substitute of] for coal at the Brit- 
ish naval bases throughout the world. 

It is asserted that the government 
already has made several purchascs 
of of] in Texas, Roumania and Galicia, 
and is also prepared to monopolize the 
entire oil producing field of Nigaria. 
The latter is still umdoveloped, but 
the authorities are drilling on a large 
scale in places where the surface con- 
ditiong indicate plentiful oll depos- 
ita. 

The government has kept the matter 
secret, lest it give rise to keen compe- 
tition for of] on the part of the vari- 
ous navies, thereby sending up the 
price and complicating the problem of 
getting plentiful supplies. Hitherto 
it has always been supposed that wed 
world reckoned Welsh steam coal as 
an important factor in the British 
naval strength, since in the event of a 
crisis other nations could be denied 
access to this fuel. 

EXPENSIVE EXPERIMENT. 

The experience of Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman’s government in its oi! 
purchases, as The Times correspond- 
ent is informed, thus far has been ex- 
pensive. The shell trust offered the 
government oil at rather more than 50 
shillings ($12) a ton, delivered at the 
Falkiand Islands, while the Texas oil 
producers offered oll at 46 shillings 
($10.80) per ton, delivered on the coast 
of America. This proposition was ac- 
cepted, but when the of] reached the 
coast the government tank steamers 
could not be had to transport it across 
the sea. The result was that the oil 
delivered at the Falkland Islands fina!- 
ly cost 87 shillings ($20.88) a ton. 

The Admiralty experts says that oil 
can be transported much easier than 
coal, and that it can be transshipped 
at sea by means of flexible tubes un- 
der conditions that would make the 
transshipment of coal impossible. 

It is anticipated that when the Brit- 
ish government's position with refer- 
ence to oi] becomes generally known 
there will be a great demand for this 
kind of steam-producing fuel for fac- 
tories and locomotives.
